Explanatory Note 


( This is not part of the notification but is intended to bring out 
its main purport) . 

In G. O. Ms. 172 /75 /PW dated 9-9-1975 regarding the reorgani 
sation of the Motor Vehicles Department, Government have approved 
the proposals made by the Transport Commissioner to take away the 
appellate powers now vested with the District Collectors and confer 
them on the Zonal Deputy Transport Commissioners of the Motor 
Vehicle Department. 

There are certain powers under the Kerala Motor Vehicles Rules , 
1961 now exercised by the Transport Commissioner, which are also 
to be . conferred on the Zonal Deputy Transport Commissioners . 

The proposal to constitute a separate Unit under an officer of 
the rank of a Regional Transport Officer to be in charge of the 
Nationalised Sector (relating to State Transport Undertaking of 
Kerala ) has also been approved by Government. In the Government 
Order dated 9-9-1975 referred to above , it has been ordered that the 
Regional Transport Officer (Nationalised Sector) will be responsible 
for the proper enforcement of the laws relating to motor vehicles 
and all connected matters in respect of Nationalised Sector . To 
enable the Regional Transport Offiecr "(Nationalised Sector) to 
exercise the powers and perform the functions of the Licensing 
Authority , Registering Authority and Secretary of the Transport 
Authorities in respect of matters relating to the vehicles of the 
State Transport Undertakings it is necessary to make suitable amend 
ments to the existing provisions contained in the Kerala Motor 
Vehicles Rules, 1961. 


In the same Government Order dated 9-9-1975 , Government 
have sanctioned the creation of Unit Offices at four important centres 
in the State under the charge of a Motor Vehicles Inspector for 
attending to routine items relating licensing of drivers and con 
ductors, registration of motor vehicles and other ancillary matters, 
for the convenience of the public. For this purpose, the Motor Vehi 
cle Inspectors in charge of the Unit Office are to be vested with the 
powers of the Licensing Authority and Registering Authority within 
their jurisdiction , by making required amendments in the provisions - 
of the Kerala Motor Vehicles Rules, 1961 . 

As per Government Order dated 9-9-1975 referred to above, 
the present post of Secretary , State Transport Authority is upgraded 
and designated as Senior Deputy Transport Commissioner. He is 
also required to continue to function as Secretary , State Transport 
Authority . The statistical wing of the department is also placed 
under him . He is also required to function as Liaison Officer for 
careful and sustained action on all matters concerned with the con 
duct of cases, writ petitions etc., including references before the 
State Transport Appellate Tribunal. In view of the increasing 
volume of work in the office of the State Transport Authority and 
the additional responsibilities given to the Senior Deputy Transport 
Commissioner, it is deemed necessary to provide suiatble assistance 
for him in the performance of the duties as executive officer of the 
State Transport Authority . It is, therefore, deemed necessary that 
the Assistant Transport Commissioner attached to the Transport 
Commissioner s Office is vested with the powers of the Secretary, 
State Transport Authority , subject to the control and supervision by 
the Secretary , State Transport Authority , and subject to such condi 
tions or restrictions as may be specified by the State Transport 
Authority from time to time. 

During the initial stages of the working of the Motor Vehicles 
Department, the Member , Board of Revenue in charge of the Agri 
cultural Income Tax and Sales Tax Department was also the ex 
Cficio Transport Commissioner and there were no officers of the 
Motor Vehicles Department to supervise and control the working of 
the Regional Transport Omcers and their subordinates. The Deputy 
Commissioners of Agricultural Income Tax and Sales Tax were , 
therefore, empowered to function as controlling officers 
Regional Transport Officers . For the co - ordinated working of the 
oflicers of the Agicultural Income Tax and Sales Tax Departments 
with the officers of the Motor Vehicles Department specified cate 
gories of the former department were also appointed as officers of 
he Motor Vehicles Departmen : by inaking suitable previsions in 
Rule 413 of the Kerala Motor Vehicles Rules, 1961. With the reorga 
nisation of the Motor Vehicles Department, Government have in

G. 0. Ms. 178 / 75 /PW dated 18-9-1975 ordered that the control 
exercised by the officers of the Agricultural Income Tax and Sales 
Tax Department over the officers of the Motor Vehicles Department 
will be withdrawn and vested with the officers of the Motor Vehicle 
Departmeni. In view of the changes brought about by the reorga

of such right, title and interest in the Government under section 72, 
or such further time as may be allowed by the Government in this 
behalf for such assignment to him . , 1st January 1970 was notified 
as the date on which tenanted holdings shall vest in the Government 
under section 72.

ACT, 1976 


An Act to provide for the withdrawal of certain sums from and out

THE KOODALMANICKAM DEVASWOM (AMENDMENT) BILL , 1976 


BILL 


to amend the Koodalmanickam Devaswom Act, 1971. 

Preamble . - WHEREAS it is expedient to amend the Koodal 
manickam Devaswom Act, 1971, for the purposes hereinafter 
appearing ; 

BE it enacted in the Twenty -seventh Year of the Republic of 
India as follows: 

1 . Short title and commencement.- (1 ) This Act may be called 
the Koodalmanickam Devaswom (Amendment) Act, 1976 . 

(2 ) It shall come into force on such date as the Government 
may , by notification in the Gazette , appoint. 

2 . Substitution of new section for section 4. - In the Koodal 
manickam Devaswom Act , 1971 (7 of 1971) (hereinafter referred to 
as the principal Act), for section 4 , the following section shall be 
substituted, namely: 

" 4. Composition of Committee .- ( 1) The Committee shall consist 
of the following members, namely : - . 

(a ) the District Collector , Trichur or, if he is not a person 
professing the Hindu religion , an officer professing the Hindu religion 
and not below the rank of Deputy Collector nominated by the 
District Collector, Trichur, in this behalf, ex - officio , who shall be 
the Chairman ; 

(b ) the Administrator , ex-officio ; 
(c ) the Kaimal; 

( d ) four persons professing the Hindu religion nominated by 
the Government. 

(2 ) A person shall be disqualified for being nominated as a 
member under clause (a ) of sub - section (1 ), if he is subject to any of 
the disqualifications mentioned in clauses (a ), (b ) and (c ) of sub 
section ( 3) of section 5." .

3. Amendment of section 5. - In section 5 of the principal Act, 

(a ) in sub - section (1 ), for the word , brackets and letter 
" clause (f)” , the word , brackets and letter " clause (d )” shall be 
substituted ; 

(b ) for sub - section (2 ) the following sub -section shall be 
substituted , namely : 

" ( 2) A member nominated under clause (d ) of sub -section (1 ) 
of section 4 may resign his office by giving notice in writing thereof 
to the Government and shall cease to be a member on his resignation 
being accepted by the Government." ; 

(c ) in sub- section ( 3), the words " the Chairman or ” shall be 
omitted ; 

(d ) in sub -section (4 ), for the words : " The Chairman 
member " , the words " A member " shall be substituted . 

4. Amendment of section 6. - In section 6 of the principal Act, 
for the proviso to sub -section ( 3), the following proviso shall be 
substituted , namely : 

" Provided that the period during which the committee remains 
superseded shall not have the effect of extending the maximum term 
of office of a member nominated under clause (d ) of sub - section (1 ) 
of section 4 beyond a period of three years." . 

5. Substitution of new section for section 9. - For section 9 of 
the principal Act, the following section shall be substituted , namely : 

" 9. No member other than Kaimal and Administrator entitled 
to remuneration .- (1 ) The Kaimal shall be entitled to an honorarium 
of six thousand rupees per annum . 

(2 ) No member of the Committee other than the Kaimal or 
the Administrator shall receive or be paid from out of the Temple 
Fund any salary or other remuneration except such travelling or 
Jaily allowances, if any , as may be prescribed.”. 

6. Amendment of section 14. - In section 14 of the principal Act, 
for the words, figures and brackets " Tahsildar or Assistant 
Commissioner of Hindu Religious and Charitable Endowments 
appointed under the Madras Hindu Religious and Charitable Endow 
ments Act, 1951 (Madras Act XIX of 1951)" , the words " Deputy 
Tahsildar" shall be substituted . 

7. Amendment of section 16. - In section 16 of the principal Act , 
for the words, figures and brackets " Tahsildar or Assistant Commis 
sioner appointed under the Madras Hindu Religious and Charitable 
Endowments Act, 1951 (Madras Act XIX of 1951)" , the words 
" Deputy Tahsildar " shall be substituted .

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


The administration , control and management of the Koolal 
manickam Temple is now vested in the Koodalmanickam Devaswom 
Managing Committee constituted by the Government under section 4 
of the Koodalmanickam Devaswom Act, 1971. In view of the deteriorat 
ing financial position of the Devaswom , it has become imperative to 
bring down the administrative expenses of the Devaswom . 
Accordingly, it is proposed to reduce the number of the members 
of the Managing Comiittee and to fix the honorarium of the 
Thachudaya Kaimal as Rs. 6,000 per annum instead of Rs. 3,800 and 
2024 paras of paddy per annum . 

It is also considered necessary to 
make the District Collector , Trichur or, if he is not a person pro 
fessing the Hindu religion an officer professing the Hindu religion 
and not below the rank of Deputy Collector nominated by the 
District Collector , the Chairman of the Managing Committee instead 
of the Thachudaya Kaimal , 

2. According to section 14 of the Act, an officer not below the 
rank of Tahsildar.or Assistant Commissioner, Hindu Religious and 
Charitable Endowments Department, shall be the Administrator of 
the Devaswom . It is considered that it would be sufficient if an 
officer of the rank of Deputy Tahsildar functions as the Admini 
strator. Appointment of such an oficer would also reduce 

the 
administrative expenses of the Devaswom . It is therefore proposed 
to amend the Act so as to enable the appointment of an officer not 
below the rank of Deputy Tahsildar Administrator of the 
Devaswom . 
3. The Bill is intended to achieve the above objects. 

FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 
The Bill , if enacted and brought into operation , would not 
involve any expenditure from the Consolidated Fund of the State .

MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED LEGISLATION 


Sub - section ( 2 ) of section 9 proposed to be substituted by 
clause 5 of the Bill seeks to empower the Government to prescribe 

the travelling and daily allowances of the members of the Koodal 
" manickam Devaswom Managing Committee . This is a matter of an 

administrative nature. Further , there is similar provision in the 
existing sub - section (2 ) of section 9. Therefore, the delegation of 
legislative power is of a normal character.
